Washington—Favorable reaction to 


the government's efforts 1io stimulate 
coal production despite the miners' 
etrike was seen Thursday in figures 
assembled by the railroad showing 
that 13,083 cars of coal were loaded on 
Monday at operating mines as com- 
pared with 9,860 cars last Saturday 
and with a daily average of 10,914 cars 
during the six working days previous 
to Saturday, July 29. 


Production for Monday, although 


an increase over last week still was 
below the high point of the strike peri- 
od, which was 17,000 cars. The aver- 
age daily loading of cars of coal in 
June 1921 when there were no im- 
portant labor troubles Was 23,382. 


ThaJ figures made available Thurs- 


day are unofficial but are compiled by 
railroad organization for report to the 
geological survey which uses them 
as a basis for its weekly repotr on 
coal production. 


Government officials generally ex- 


pressed satisfaction with the showing 
and in some quarters it was predicted 
that with

Washington, D. C.—The row in the 


senate over the wool schedule of the 
administration 
tariff passed Thurs- 


day into second phase. By a vote of 
38 to 16 the senate late "Wednesday ap- 
proved the committee proposal for a 
rate of 33 cents a pound of scoured 
content of wool after rejecting 38 to 
19 a proposal by Senator Wadsworth, 
Republican, New York, to cut the rate 
to 28 cents and derating 43 to 22 Sena- 
tor Lenroot's plan to limit to 60 psr 
cent ad valorem the rates of coarse 
wool. 


These x-otes brought the senate to 


dutis on waste and manufactures of 
wool. The democrats, under the lead- 
ership of Senator Walsh, of Massa- 
chusetts, planned to make a strenu- 
ous fight against the duties on yarn, 
cloth, clothing and 
other woolen 


goods, but the tst votes Thursday had 
led many senators to the conclusion 
that 
about the only changes that 


would be made In the rates as orig- 
inally reported would be those pro- 
posed by the finance committee major- 
ity.

marketing of crops. 


Federation officials in Iowa, "Wis- 


consin and Illinois reported a shortage 
of coal. 
It was saM by the officials in the 


various states that serious shortage 
of transportation would result if the 
strike continued. 
In Wisconsin it was declared the 


farm shipments were limited this sea- 
son and no car shortage had been felt 
for that reason.

revealing one of the biggest liquor 
scandals since prohibition." 


Bootleg rings, the article says, are 


suspected of having corrupted gov- 
ernment 
employees 
in 
various 


branches of the revenue service in 
a successful plot to divert millions of 
dollars worth of liquor importations 
held in bonded warehouses. 


From August to the end of Decem- 


ber last, year 53,500 000 worth of 
liquors were imported and stored in 
government 
warehouses, 
mostly 


along the Atlantic seaboard and dur- 
ing the 12 months of 1921 liquor im- 
portations, the story says, more than 
double those of 1920. Since permits

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THE ELIGIBILITY OF JUDGE 


GRAASS FOE CONGRESS 


There is a provision in Section Ten. 


[Article Seven, of the constitution of Wis- 
consin which reads as follows: 


They (supreme court 
ajid circuit judges) 


ehaJl hold no office of public trust, except a ju- 
dicial office, during the term for which they 
are respectively elected, and all votes for e'ther 
of them for any office, except a judicial office, 
given by the legislature or th« people, shall be 
void. 


As was expected, this provision is be- 


ing raised by the opposition to the candi- 
dacy of Judge Henry Graass of Green Bay 
for congress. While on first blush the con- 
stitutional limitation, might appear to ap- 
ply to Judge Graass, the fact is that it 
does not apply. 
Similar provisions, both 


constitutional and statutory, in other 
Btates have been held to be of no force and 
effect where the office sought is a federal 
office, or where the body to •which a can- 
didate aspires is the judge of the qualifica- 
tions of its members. 
The question has 


been passed on and there is a long line 
of decisions which uniformly hold that 
states cannot interfere in any way in the 
election of candidates to such offices as the 
senate, the house of representatives, the 
presidency, etc.; that is, they cannot 
place limitations or restrictions on the 
qualifications of the candidates. These 
qualifications 
are prescribed by the 


federal constitution, and any person com- 
ing within the qualifications is entitled to 
be a candidate. The states have nothing 
to say in the matter. 
Furthermore, the 


federal constitution says each house of 
congress is the judge of the qualifications 
of its members, and this authority is so 
broad that not even the federal courts 
can interfere, let alone the states. 


There is. therefore, no tenable legal 


Inhibition against Judge Graass running 
for congress. There is not the slightest 
question that under the constitution of 
the United States he has a perfect right 
to stand as a candidate, or that the house 
would uphold his election. The provision 
in the "Wisconsin constitution is simply 
non-operative in such a case. 


The proposal to invoke the constitu- 


tional provision against Judge Graass is 
of course purely political. It so happens 
that one of his opponents in the congres- 
sional field is the present secretary of 
state, Elmer Hall, and that the duty of re- 
ceiving Judge Graass' nomination papers 
and certifying his name on the primary 
ballot .devolves on the secretary of state. 
'Any attempt by Mr. Hall to keep Judge 
Graass' name off the ticket would be a 
usurpation of authority and an arbitrary 
act, as the duties of the secretary of state 
are ministerial and he has no option but 
to follow the directions of thepriinarylaw. 
Even if th^e were any real question as 
to Judge Graass's eligibility the secretary 
of state could not properly determine the 
question. It would have to be raised by 
an interested citizen through court pro- 
ceedings restraining him from placing the 
name on the ballot. 
It is said this move 


will be made by the supporters of Hall, 
with the sole idea ol .liminating Graass 
as Hall's opponent in the approaching 
primary. 


The motive behind this attack upon the 


candidacy of Judge Graass.is clear. There 
is no desire to protect the state constitu- 
tion or to serve any moral or ethical end. 
Judge Graass' candidacy has filled the op- 
posing interests with alarm and they have 
hit upon this plan to intimidate or force 
him out of the race. It is a reminder of 
the celebrated Bancroft case some years 
ago. 
They know that if his name goes 


on the ticket, he will be nominated and 
elected, and they further know that his 
election would be valid and legal and 
would be sustained by the hou.se of repre- 
sentatives in ca«e of a contest. If they 
did not know this they would let his name 
go on the ticket, safe in the assurance 
that the ballot* cast for him would be void 


and that even if he did receive plurality 
of the vote cast it would be of no effect. 


But they are fully aware of the law, 


which rests upon the sound principle that 
if the state of Wisconsin could sot regula- 
tions that would limit the qualifications 
of candidates for congress by excluding 
circuit judges, it could set regulations 
about other federal offices which would 
discriminate against an individual Or class 
and thus prevent aspirants for the presi- 
dency or United 
States senatorship, 


against which there might exist prejudice 
or conspiracy, from becoming a candidate. 
The exercise of such power by a state is 
repulsive to both the constitution of the 
United States and to .Americanism. The 
provision in the "Wisconsin constitution 
was evident!}' meant to apply only to state 
offices, because it could have jurisdiction 
or control over no other. 


THE PRINCIPLE OF ARBITRATION 


The plan outlined by President Har- 


ding for a national coal commission, like 
the provisions of the transportation act 
of 1990 creating the United States Rail- 
road Labor Board, is based on at principle 
which v*ll have to apply to natural re- 
sources and public utilities. And the soon- 
er this principle is recognized by capital 
and labor the nearer will be permanent in- 
dustrial peace. 


Capital and labor engaged in coal 


mining, railroading, or the operation of 
any natural resource or public utility, are 
in the public service. 
They are in the 


public service because they are running 
public necessities. 
It naturally follows 


that they must both be subject to public 
will. 


If capital and labor cannot agree as to 


wages and working conditions they must 
submit to arbitration. 
They cannot re- 


sort to the lockout or the strike and in- 
convenience or injure the public, which 
they serve. This principle will have to 
be understood and adopted.

St. Louis, has been such a popu- 
lar and financial success that the man- 
agement now proposes to offer a prize of 
$5.000. every year, for an original light 
opera.

librettist. 


An international competition of this 


kind, once yearly, should have the effect 
of simulating the best talent to engage in 
musical composition and of raising light 
opera to a more artistic standard. Talent 
which might not he heard of otherwise 
would be encouraged by this incentive to 
serious work. 


The St. Louis opera has developed an 


excellent local Chorus of sever*! hundred 
voices and increased and extended inter- 
est in music. 
The annual $5,000 prize 


for the best light opera would prove to 
be of general benpfit to musical art.

Lo, The Poor Millionaire 


By Frederic J. Hasktn 


Washington, D. C.—The term mil- 


lionaire may mean one thing or it 
may mean another. 
To the average 


person a millionaire is a man who is 
the fortunate possessor of $1,000,000. 
To some of those who study the sta- 
tistics of income published by the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau of the Treas- 
ury a millionaire is not one who pos- 
sesses merely $1,000,000 bupt one who 
hag an income of $1,000,000 a year or 
more. 
Such a man must possess a 


fortune of many millions of dollars. 


The vicissitudes of these super-mil- 


lionaires, most of whom were created 
by the war, is an interesting 
story. 


There may be some fiction in it, aisu. 
It 'is difficult to determine 
whether 


the statistics reflect 
actual vicissi- 


tudes of fortune or jugglery of fig- 
ures, but the figures must be taKen 
at their face value and the assump- 
tion made that they constitute a vrue 
report. 
If that be true, the super- 


millionaires of the 
United 
States 


came and went in tho war years as 
summer insects come and go, 
but 


there are many still buzzing around. 


In 1914, the first year in which the 


great war in Europe changed the face 
of the world "and turned the channels 
of business, there were 60 persons in 
the* United States ^ho reported in- 
comes of $1,000.000 a year or more. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau has no 
higher classification than this, but it 
'is said that if the classifications were 
carried upward, it would Tie 
found 


that there are incomes of $10,000,000 
a year and more. 


By 1915 the crop of super-million- 


aires had doubled. 
There were 120 


persons who returned income of $1,- 
000,000, a year and over. In 1916 the 
number had reached 206. This was 
the peak. In 1917 figures had fallen 
to 141; but in, 191S it was 67: in 1919, 
65; and in 1920 there ware but 33 
Americans reporting incomes of $1,- 
000 000 a year and over. 


WHEN THEY DWINDLED 


Observers cf_ these -^natters see a 


coincidence irTthe fact that the great 
incomes began to dwindle In 
the 


same year that the United States en- 
tered the war and laid heavy taxes 
and surtaxes on incomes. The figures 
are supposed to give, not the taxable 
income merely, but the total net in 
come. That is, these amounts 
were 


returned whether taxable or not. The 
point has been made that the great 
incomes did not acutally fall off when 
the United States entered the war so 
sharply as has been indicated, but 
that by some mysterious manipula- 
tion, they were kept out of tho re- 
turns. That mny be fact and it may 
be that the beneficiaries 
of 
these 


vast incomes, realizing that a large 
proportion of their funds would 
be 


taken by the income tax collector, be- 
gan in 1916 to distribute their proper- 
ty to heirs or to dissipate it in other 
ways. 
If the normal definition of a mil- 


lionaire is used, the statistics 
are 


astounding. 
Assluming that a mil- 


lionaire is one who has an 
estate 


worth $1,000,000 the numbers' can be 
arrived at by assuming that each re- 
reives an Income of 10 per cent of his 
fortune. This would be at the rate of 
$100,000 a year. In 1914 the number 
of -persons having incomes of *100,000 
a year was 2,288. Add the 60 super- 
millionaire? and a grand total of 2,- 
348 is obtained. This was the year in 
which the European war broke out. 


Taking this same definition of mil- 


lionaires, there were" in 1915 some 3,- 
704 of them and. with the super-mil- 
lionaires added, a grand total of 3,- 
824. 
The figures for 191« show 6,- 


427 with 206 super-millionaires to add, 
giving a grand total of 6,633. 
In 


1017 the number was 6,523 and, with 
the super-millionaires, 6,664. Thie was 
th« high tidt for the combined show- 
ing. 
.The high tide for the super-mil- 


lionaire* was 1916 when there were 
Z0«. In 1917 there were but 141. But 
the classes ranging down to th« nor- 
mal single-millionaires reached their 
zenith in 1917. 
In 1918 there were 


4,432 normal mllllonnires and 67 su- 
per-millionaires or ;> total of 4,499; )n 
l»lt, there" were R,4«l normal million- 
airM and 65 •up*r-mlllionalre« or a to- 


tal of 5,526; in 1920 there were 3,616 
normal millionaires and 33 super-mil- 
lionaires or a total of 3,649. This is 
the last year for which figures ha\p 
been compiled, but it 
is 
expeetr-1 


that 1921 and 1922 will 
show 
still 


further decreases in all these classes 


For the purpose of this 
computa 


tion, it has been arbitrarily assumed 
that the millionaires make returns ot' 
10 per cent and our classification ha« 
been worked back from that hypothe 
sis. Doubtless there are many pos 
sessors of $1,000,000 earning 
but 
5 


per cent on their fortunes., If thie 
classification be included, the total 
number of 
millionaires is 
greatly 


swelled-—more than doubled. 


Tho figures show that the groups 


of lesser millionaires, that is 
those 


having pptates ranging from $1,000, 
000 to $10,000,000 have held their for 
tunes through the war better 
than 


the super-millionaires with 
fortunes 


above $10,000.000. 


WHEN POOR MILLIONAIRES 


FLOURISHED 


In fact the high point lor single 


millionaires, that is possessors of $1. 
000.000 yielding incomes of $100,000 
was not reached until 1919 which wa? 
three years after the high point for 
the super millionaires had been pass 
ed. In fact every class of lesser mil 
lionaires from the impoverished pos- 
essors of a mere million up to those 
with $8,000.000 or $9.000,000 was more 
numerous in 1920 than in 1914 when 
the war started.; wheras there are 
but half as many super-millionaires^ 
shown for 1920 as for 1914. 
- -f^ 


The $2,000,000 fortune seems to be 


about the most steady. Of these, pay- 
ing incomes of $200.000 a year, there 
were 233 in 1914. 
3S6 in 1915; 
726 


in 1916, 
703 in 1917; 401 in 1918; 


522 in 1919. and 307 in 1920. A steadv 
healthy growth is shrown up to the 
peak in 1916 and -then a falling off 
but a result at the close of the period 
showing a substantial gain 
in 
thif 


class over 1914. The other net gains 
over 1914 are notable also. 


There were in 1914, 147 possessors 


of $3,000.000 and in 1920, 169. Those 
with $4,000,000 estates in 1914 num 
bered 69 while in 1920 there were 70. 
Those with $5.000,000 numbered 114 
in 1914 and 123 in 1920. The highest 
single class of all for the period was 
that' composed of persons with $1,- 
000,000 in 1917. There were 3,302 in 
that class alone in 1917, the year the 
United Statps entered the war. 


The possessors of these great for- 


tunes are the persons who pay the 
bulk of the Government taxes. While 
the average tax paid by the man with 
a $2,000 income in 1920 was but $13.80, 
the average tax paid by the single- 
millionaire was 
$39,519.71 and 
the 


average tax paid by the super-million 
aire was $1,490.457.12. 


In the aggregate the large number 


of small 
salaried 
persons 
received 


more income than the super-million 
aires. In 1920 the net Income of per- 
sons with incomes ranging from $1,- 
000 to $2,000 a year reached the gi- 
gantic aggregate 
of- 
$4,050,066,618 


while the group of super-millionaires 
had to content themselves with an ag- 
gregate income of only 
$77,078.139 


But the income of $4,050,066,618 re- 
ceived by the relatively poor 
people 


had to be divided among 
2,671,950 


while the super-millionaires had theii 
$77,078,139 to divide among only 33 


While the $2,000 
income 
class 


which received an aggregate Income 
of $4,050,066,618 paid a to'tal tajc of on 
ly $36,859,732, the 
super-millionair^ 


with an aggregate income of only $77, 
078,139 paid the greater sum of $49, 
185,085. That the rich people of the 
country bear by fnr the greater part 
t>t the tax burden is shown by the fact 
that all the income classes from $1,000 
a year up to $1«\000 a year paid but 
$261,000,000 in 1920, while th* classes 
ranging above $10,000 a year all the 
way up to the super-millionaire paid 
a total of $808,000,000. These figure* 
are for 1920 which was a year of high 
wages In the lower classes, but a pooi 
year for the millionaires. The explain 
fi'ion Is found In the facf that tni 
average rate of tax in the $2,000 clasi 
WPS but 1.19 per cent in 1920 com 
pared to «4.65 per cent for the 
millionaires.

NEW STREET SIGNS 
"It ie certainly to be regretted," he 


said, "that the city has but vsry few 
signs erected. The stranger coming in- 
to our city is handicapped for lack of 
them. In the winter the snow covers 
what street names are imbedded in 
the cement sidewalks. 
The matter 


may not mean much to experienced let- 
ter carrier, but It does make it difficult 
for a new carrier or a substitute. The 
parcel post carrier, who has the larg- 
est territory of all, is troubled most 
The department may demand that 
they be erected. 


"Numbering the houses 100 to a 


block, as Mr. Weissgerber proposes, 
will be welcomed by every employe 
of the department.
